The R/INV was assigned the CR # 295905 for follow up investigation on 03 APR 04 (Att # 1 ). After several attempts to contact 
the complainant and witness through the phone R/INV sent them registered letters on 10 MAR 04 (Att # 2-6 and 8-12 ). On 18 
MAR 04 complainant called the 010th District Police station to speak with R/INV. Complainant basically reiterated his complaint 
againsUiste^fficers for detaining, questioning and searching his vehicle without justification (Att. # 13). Complainant stated that 
BHHHRvere eating in their vehicle in the vicinity of Cermak and Christiana when a squad car pulled up along side of him. 
Officers exited their squad car and approached him and asked for a drivers license. After failing to produce a drivers license he was 
handcuffed and placed in the rear seat of the squad car. ^^^Hwas also asked to step out and was subsequently placed in the rear 
of the squad car. Complainant states at Ai^ointOfficerHemandez threatened to put a "gun onhim^nd "get him" if he did not 
provide them with information about a Officers then let the complainant and^^^^out of the vehicle without 

issuing him any traffic citations. On 26 MAR 04 R/INV had a telephonic interview with the witness /complainant’s^^ who just 
repeated the same allegations against the officers (Att # 14). 

RffNV obtained the Third Watch Attendance and Assignment Log for 15 FEB 04 which revealed P.O. Aaron Cunningham #15522 
and P.O. A1 Hernandez #15785 were working Beat 1034. (Att # 15 ). R/INV received To From Subject reports from Officers 
Hernandez and Cunningham after first tendering the Officers their Administrative rights in which the Officers stated that they had a 
citizen encounter with the complainant and that it was voluntary at all times . Furthermore, P.O. Hernandez stated that he never 
threaten the complainant nor handcuffed him at any time during the citizen encounter (Att. #16-23). 

Based on the information gathered during this investigation and the interviews/statements by the complainant, witness and the 
accused officers, R/INV could not discover any evidence or independent witness to either support or refute the allegations. The 
finding is listed below.

As to allegation #2 against P.O. Hernandez #15785 that he threaten the complainant by stating he was going to "put a 
gun" on him as well as get him, R/INV is making a finding of NOT SUSTAINED. 

RECOMMENDATION: None, R/INV recommends this investigation to be closed with no disciplinary action warranted.
